R 6235 is the number of 
a bill introduced in the 
House of Representatives 
} and dated December 15, 
1941. The bill is intro- 
duced by request, by Mr. 
Ramsay and has been referred to the 
Committee on the Post Office and 
Post Roads. 

Altho the bill specifically refers to 
the proposed new postage stamps 
which it proposes to have issued, it 
at the same time specifically provides 
that said stamps will have no postal 
value in any manner. 

This provision clearly makes the 
proposed stamps, souvenir labels 
which it is proposed will be issued by 
the Post Office Department for sale 
throughout Postoffices in the United 
States. It does however provide that 
these special stamps may be attached 
to letters and mail alongside regular 
postage stamps and in this respect, 
the labels will have a close association 
with postage stamps and will doubt- 
less prove of interest and value in a 
Philatelic manner, since the labels 
will be in the form of stamps and will 
be used on mail matter, altho of no 
postal value, and representing merely 
a contribution to National Defense. 

We are glad to print herewith the 
complete Bill for the information of 
cillectors and wish to thank Mr. 
David C. Buchalter, of Washington, 
D. C. for a copy of the same.

War Stamps Proposed 





States Navy. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That the Post Office De- 
partment under the supervision of the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
the Navy, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury hereby proceed to issue for 
public sale at all post offices fourteen 
series of stamps of the denominations 
of 1 cent, 5 cents, 10 cents, 25 cents, 
50 cents, $1, and $5. Each series shall 
contain appropriate wording to indi- 
cate that the purchaser has donated 
the inscribed sum for the construction 
of additional defense units other than 
those already included in the Govern- 
ment’s program. Each unit shall carry 
as a background appropriate engrav- 
ings of a defense unit toward which 
the donor has contributed. The stamps 
shall be issued in the following series: 


. Battleship. 8. Heavy tank. 
Heavy cruiser. 9. Light tank. 
Light cruiser. 10. Heavy bomber. 


. Aircraft carrier. 
. Destroyer. 

. Minelayer. 

. Submarine chaser. 


11. Light bomber. 
12. Interceptor plane. 
13, Pursuit plane. 
14. Antiaircraft batt.

Superimposed upon the background 
of ship or plane or other defense unit 
shall be a large V to represent volun- 
tary contribution; the purpose of this 
also to forestall confusion of postal 
authorities regarding regular mail 
postage. Regulations and instructions 
for the use of these stamps on mail 
shall clearly state that the stamps 
have no value for postal use or other 
use and merely represent an outright 
donation or contribution of the pur- 
chaser for the construction of an addi- 
tional defense unit as pictured on the 


respective stamps. Such regulations 
shall require that each of these stamps 
shall be placed only on the back of 
any matter placed in the mails, 
whether packages or letters. Appro- 
priate instructions shall be given to 
all employees of the Post Office De- 
partment which will prevent the use 
of these stamps for postage or for 
any other purpose, other than to evi- 
dence such voluntary contribution. 

Sec. 2. Proper evidence of such con- 
tributions shall exclude that portion 
of any person’s or corporation’s in- 
come from taxation within the limits 
set forth for charitable contributions 
under the income tax law in effect at 
the time of such purchases. 


Sec. 3. The cost of publishing the 
stamps prescribed in section 1 hereof 
and advertising and other instructive 
material shall be included in the Bud- 
get for the War and Navy Depart- 
ments pro rata. There is hereby auth- 
orized to be appropriated, out of the 
Treasury for that purpose, such 
amounts as from time to time are esti- 
mated for and found necessary for 
this purpose. 

Sec. 4. The appropriation provided 
for in section 3 hereof shall be avail- 
able for payment of personal and non- 
personal services, including traveling 
expenses, mileage, and for such other 
expenditures as may be deemed neces- 
sary by the Director hereinafter re- 
ferred to to carry out the provisions 
of this Act. 

Sec. 5. There is hereby created the 
office of Director of Voluntary War 
Contributions, such person to be desig- 
nated by the President of the 
United States. The salary of 
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the Director shall also be determined 
by the respective Secretaries at a 
sum not to exceed $10,000 per annum. 

Sec. 6. Each series of stamps here- 
by created shall bear a different color 
or shade and each color or shade shall 
so far as is practical not coincide with 
a color or shade ordinarily used for 
postal services. The size of the 
stamps shall also so far as is practical 
be of such a size or design as to pre- 
vent their confusion with stamps used 
jin the postal service. Such designs 
shall include triangular stamps, 
stamps of diamond shape, or other 
such appropriate odd shapes as will 
sufficiently set them apart from those 
stamps now in use by the Post Of- 
fice Department.

a notice of the suspension of mail to 
Japan and on the following day, De- 
cember 12, a similar notice is pub- 
lished with respect to Germany -and 
Italy. 

These orders forbid mail being sent 
to the countries mentioned and they 
likewise forbid mail from said coun- 
tries from entry into the United States 
and in both instances these orders in- 
clude territories or countries occupied 
or controlled by the countries men- 
tioned. 

In the case of Germany and Italy, 
mail is forbidden to all of Continental 
Europe except Gibraltar, Portugal, 
Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey 
and Russia. 

Surely then, within the months to 
come American Collectors are going 
to have to be on the watch for cen- 
sored letters from the United States, 
all of which will go to other countries. 
Perhaps one of the best ways to get 
a few for your collection might be to 
write to correspondents in other 
countries and ask that they save the 
covers for you.

Latin American Stamp 
Magazines 





The Latin American Stamp Sec- 
tion of the Pan American Union at 
Washington, D. C. has just issued a 
bulletin giving a list of stamp pub- 
lications published in Latin American 
Countries. The list is quite extensive 
and covers three pages of letter size 
sheets. We will not attempt to re- 
print the list, but will give the 
countries and the number of papers 
credited to each which will give our 
readers a very liberal view of the 
extent to which stamp collecting is 
followed in our sister republics to 
the south. 

Argentina leads the list with 18 
different publications. Brazil is sec- 
ond with 9 different. Cuba shows 4 
papers while Mexico and Chile each 
have but three. Two come from both 
Uruguay and Colombia while Costa 
Rica, Ecuador, Guatemala, Peru and 
Venezuela each have one publication. 

In all there are a total of 46 dif- 
ferent stamp publications listed from 
the group of countries. This is we be- 
lieve more than are published in the 
United States, unless we count the 
many small society publications. 

It would seem that this list should 
be of interest and value to many 
collectors in the United States and 
doubtless a copy can be had by ad- 
dressing the Pan American Union at 
Washington, D. C. Here is the op- 
portunity that many have _ been 
wanting. Through this list, active 
collectors should be able to contact 
collectors in the South American 
group of countries and- open up ex- 
change relations which should be 
both pleasant and profitable. Obtain 
samples of these papers or inquire 
as to their classified advertising 
rates and make contacts which should 
help in building up your collection. 
Foreign Exchanging is one of the 
most fascinating forms of stamp 
collecting.

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Polish Stamps 
Come Back 


December 15th has been a marked 
day in American History for 150 years 
> th the Bill of Rights was ratified 
in 1791, and December 15 will now 
become a memorable date in the 
History of Poland but much more 
memorable to the Polish Philatelist 
for whom it is marked as the date on 
which Polish Postal Service is re- 
established through a plan worked 
out between the Polish Government 
in exile in London and the British 
Government. 

On this date, a new issue of Polish 
Postage Stamp are first put into use 
on Polish war ships and Polish mer- 
chant ships when on the high seas. 

Details regarding this new issue of 
stamps is at hand from Mr. W. Nara- 
jowski, Assistant Financial Counselor 
of the Embassy of Poland in the 
United States which is located at 14 
Wall Street in New York. Further de- 
tails are reprinted direct from a letter 
from Mr. Narajowski. 


“The purpose of such Postal scheme 
is to enable the Polish Government 
to make an issue of postage stamps 
for use on correspondence posted on 
Polish ships, thus constituting a mail 
from Free Poland. In addition, on cer- 
tain days correspondence emanating 
from Polish camps in the United 
Kingdom will be diverted for mailing 
on Polish ships. Letters will be trans- 
mitted under this arrangement only 
to addresses in countries which are not 
enemy territory, nor enemy occupied 
territory. Polfsh stamps will be affixed 
’ on letters and cancelled only on board 
Polish ships. No air mail at this time 
is being contemplated. 

The series, which shall appear on 
December 15th, 1941, shall consist of 
8 stamps of denominations, pictorials 
and colors, as specified below:

It has been announced that the 
stamps will arrive in the United 
States some time during the second 
half of December. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that a limited supply of such 
stamps will be received in the United 
States by air mail at the time of or 
soon after the inauguration of the 
Polish mail. Arrangements in this re- 
spect are under way.”

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New Issue 
Boom Coming

The Philatelic Trader, London, a 
publication catering to the stamp 
dealer is authority for the statement 
that a boom in new issues is on the 
way. We clip the following from their 
issue of October 17. 

The dearth of new issues on the 
London market is not likely to be of 
long duration. Crown Colony issues 
have, of course, remained available 
through the Crown Agents on the 
usual terms and conditions ever since 
war broke out. Plenty of new issues 
will soon be coming through this 
channel as so many Crown Colonies 
are changing denominations or col- 
ours, and as most of such changes are 
in the low values, they will be within 
the reach of all. The fullest advance 
news of all these changes appears in 
the Philatelic Magazine, so there is 
no need to repeat it here—but it may 
be remarked that the issue of the 
P.M. for October 10 reported no less 
than 63 new Colonial stamps, and only 
six of these were of higher denomi- 
nation than 6d. 


French Colonials, Too 

British stamp printers are also pro- 
ducing new stamps for the Free 
French Colonies of Equatorial Africa, 
Cameroons, New Caledonia, Indian 
Settlements and Oceanic Establish- 
ments. These have been designed by 
Mr. Edmund Dulac and will replace 
the overprinted stamps of these colo-

Poland Redivivus 


Next comes Poland with an issue 
now being printed in London with a 
view to a technical revival of the Po- 
lish postal service by establishing a 
service from Polish ships which are, 
of course, technically Polish territory. 
The Polish Ministry of Finance in 
London is anxious to enlist the sup- 
port of the stamp trade, and is not 
likely to put any difficulty in the way 
of London supplies—indeed we have a 
shrewd suspicion that to secure such 
revenue is the main object of the is- 
sue. Anyway his address is Stratton 
House, Piccadilly, W.I. 


Czechoslovakian Cachets 


The military forces of Czechoslo- 
vakia have already been endeavoring 
to stimulate interest by means of spe- 
cial cachets applied to covers sent 
through the post franked, of course, 
with British stamps. They are very 
attractive, and are marketed through 
Dr. Winzer, 17 Norland Square Man- 
sions, W.11. 


What of the Dutch Colonies? 


There is no sign of any London de- 
pot for Dutch colonial stamps as yet, 
but Bradbury Wilkinson & Co. have 
just delivered a printing of the Suri- 
name air stamps of 10c., 60c., and 1 
Gulden denominations. There is still 
a Nederlands Navy, but the ingenious 
plan of using it to keep the Neder- 
lands postal service in being has ap- 
parently not yet occurred to them. 
Now that Poland has set the ball roll- 
ing in that respect, Holland may fol- 
low suit.

Italian Somaliland 





The first stamps to be issued in the 
territory lying between the Juba 
River and British Somaliland, over 
which had been declared an Italian 
protectorate in 1889, appeared under 
the auspices of the Societa Anonima 
Commerciale Italiana del Benadir on 
November Ist, 1903, when post offices 
were opened simultaneously at Brava, 
Giumbo, Merca and Mogadiscio (seat 
of administration by the Chartered 
Company). All of these places have 
been prominent in the war news from 
the East-African front of late. These 
stamps embraced seven denomina- 
tions in two different designs by the 
artist Metlicowitz, the one bearing 
the head of an elephant and the 
other that of a lion, and were inscrib- 
ed “BENADIR,” then the official 
title of the territory. The dies were 
engraved by Alberto Repattati, chief 
engraver to the Italian State Paper 
Printing Office at Turin, where the 
stamps were surface printed upon 
Crown watermarked paper. 

The two lowest values are de- 
nominated in besa, 64 of which went 
to the East African rupee; but the 
remainder were in annas_ (Indian 
currency), which chiefly circulated in 
Benadir. 





In point of fact, the special stamps 
had been prepared and were being 
sold to dealers from the company’s 
office in Milan in the early part of 
1902, but owing to delay in securing 
their recognition by the Universal 
Postal Union were not officially taken 
into service until the date specified. 
Specimens showing earlier postmarks 
must therefore be regarded as “can- 
celled to order.” 

The methods of administration ex- 
ercised by the Benadir company hav- 
ing been the subject of strong censure 
in the Italian Chamber of Deputies, 
the Colonial Office was forced to step 
in and assume complete political and 
administrative control as from March 
lbth, 1905. 

The postal service continued to be 
catried on with the aid of the stamps 
originally introduced by the Chartered 
Company, but commencing in Janu- 
ary, 1906, they were surcharged with 
New values in Italian currency. Rarest 
of these early provisionals are the 
lie, on 5 annas and 40c. on 10 annas, 


of which 4,000 and 3,000 copies respec- 
tively were issued. 

At this time the colony was known 
as “Somalia Italiana Meridionale,” and 
this inscription was overprinted upon 
some Italian “Segnatasse” stamps pro- 
vided for use there in May, 1906. 

Later the single word “SOMALIA” 
is found imposed upon various com- 
memorative and charity issues of Italy 
allocated for local use, alternating 
with the legend “SOMALIA ITALI- 
ANA,” from 1922 onwards. 


A definitive series of eighteen de- 
nominations recess printed in hand- 
some pictorial designs were finally 
taken into use between March 1st and 
April 27th, 1932, the subjects of the 
respective vignettes embracing the 
Crispi lighthouse at Cape Guardafui, 
the Governor’s Palace at Mogadiscio, 
a watch-tower at Mnara Cirome, an 
anthill, an ostrich, a hippotamus, a 
lion and a Kudu antelope. 

Commemorative stamps were intro- 
duced on the occasion of the King of 
Italys visit to Mogadiscio and the 
Rome-Mogadiscio air mail flight in 
November, 1934, and January, 1935. A 
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special issue of air mail stamps in 
pictorial designs followed on August 
1st, 1936, all of which were super- 
seded two years later by the general 
stamp issue for the Italian posses- 
sions in East Africa. 

Although, at that time, there were 
no fewer than 70 post offices in oper- 
ation in Italian Somaliland, all stamps 
of that territory are scarce in postally 
used condition, but plentiful “post- 
marked to order.” 

In view of the British Government’s 
policy regarding the propaganda value 
of “occupation stamps” as announced 
by the Secretary of State for War in 
the House of Commons recently, some 
interesting philatelic developments 
may be looked for now that the 
greater part of what was once Italian 
Somaliland has been taken over by 
Gen. Cunningham’s East African 
Force.
